THE PRESIDENTIAL TRIP. 


General Sheridan Talks About the 
Proposed Yellowstone Journey. 


General Sheridan to-day to ascertain 
the details of the contemplated trip of 
the President to the Yellowstone re- 
gion. The generai explained that 
President Arthur had now fully de- 
cided to undertake the journey, a de- 
cision. that had only been- reached 
within the last few days. The party 
will consist of Secretary Lincoln, Sur- 
rogate Rollins of New York, Gov. J. 
Schuyler Crosby of Montana, Senator 
Vest of - Missouri, and Gen. Sheridan, 
and will start from this city July 31st, 


Northwestern and Union Pacific roads. 
Green River station, on the Union Pa- 


cific, will be reached the night of Au- 
gust 6th, where the party will take 
spriug-wagons and drive to Atlantic 


arrive at Fort Washakie’ August 7th. 

After resting at WashaKie one day, 
they will proceed on horseback, accom- 
t. E. M. Hayes’s troop 
of the Fifth United States Cayalry, up 
the valley of Wind river, across the 


into Teton basin, near Jack:on lake, 
and from thence to the Upper Geyser 
basin, arriving there about August 
20th. After remaining three or four 
days in National Park the party will 
strike the Northern Pacific Railroad at 
Livingston, where a_ special train, 
tendered by the Northern Pacific and 
Chicago and Northern Pacific : roads, 
will meet them and bring them. back 
to Chicago. The canip equipage and 
forty days’ rations for the escort, and 
mess and camp equipage for the Presi- 
dential party, will be transmitted from 
Washakie. by pack mules. About 
twenty-five of these mules will be 
used for the headquarters and the re- 
mainder, comprising about one hun- 
dred and twenty-five, will be led for 
the supply of the escort. going and 
returning and for the supply of the 
courier line that will be dnppped along 
the trail to keep the President in daily 
communication with Washington. 
General Sheridan stated that the expe- 
pedition would be beneficial to the 
President and Secretary of War in the 
way of healthful exercise, and in ‘addi- 
tion give them an opportunity to see 
something of the Western frontier, the 
people, and some of the military posts. 
There would be no expense attached to 
it and had not been to any of the ex- 
peditions the General had made in 
former years. The pack trains and 
cavalry were on hand, the former hav- 
ing to be kept always in readiness in 
anticipation of Indian troubles. The 
men receive’ their rations and the 
horses their forage when at the posts, 
and as guides are tsually taken from 
those in the government employ, the 
matter of experse is not greater than 
would occur should the President not 
go at all. 

“Ever sincé 1870,” said the General, 
“T have almost without exception an- 
nually made one of these exploring ex-. 
peditions in my division from Texas 
and New Mexico to the Dominion 
line in order to gain information from 
actual observations, and to make re- 
liable reports on the sections visited, 
with a 
séttlement. 
every instance almost,the country visit- 
ed has filled with settlers. I may men- 


my exploration of the Big Horn moun- 
tains, the entire eastern base of that 
range was settled, and now thousands 
of cattle and fine farms are seen in 
that region. The valley of the Gros- 
ventre and the Teton basin have al- 
ready been largely invaded by pie- 
neers following my exploration of last 
year, and the same has occurred from 
my expedition to the Uncompahgre 
country, and in the northwestern 
part of New Mexico.. The  rail- 
road companies, knowin ng their 
value, have always kindly fur- 


for parties who have accompanied 
me. They do in this case. My mess. 
outfit is my -private property, and 
each individual of the party pays his 
share of the mess, and the Government 
has nothing to do with that. I only 
allude to it because some criticisms 
have heretofore been made in this re- 
spect. I particularly wish the Presi- 
dent, Secretary Lincoln and Senator 
Vest to learn something from observa- 
tion about the National Park. It 
should be enlarged as recommended 
by me last year. The extension I pro-" 
pose is principally on the south line, a’ 

country uver which we shall pass, and 
Iam in hopes that the information

“THE CONTEST IN 1884. 


Presidential Preferences “Among 
People of Both Parties. — 


the Favorite Among Kepublicans— 
- Tilden Leads Among the 
Democrats. 


The New York Times of the 16th 
inst. published a comprehensive fore- 
cast. of the next Presidential cam- 
paign. It occupies seven and a 
half pages of the paper, and presents 
all shades of opinion,from which most 
careful and accurate probabilities are 
deduced. So much comment has been 
made upon this article that we repro- 
duce, for the information of the read- 
ers of the Los ANGELES ss its 
main points. 

Early in June the Times sent os 
tetters to over 400 points in the several 
States of the Union, asking answers to 
the following questions: 

1. Who is most frequently ‘occ of by 
Republicans in your vicinity as their first 
choice for Presidential candidate in 1884? 

2. What other names are mentioned? 

3. Who is most frequently mentioned 
by Democrats in your neighborhood as 
their first choice for Presidential candi- 
date in 1884? 

4. What other names are mentioned, in 
about what order as indicating their -pop- 
ularity ? ‘ 

The Times says that answers have 
been. received from 344 of these points, 
the number varying from forty-four 
in New York to one in Nevada, or an 
average of nine from euch State. The 
attempt has been made to obtain the 
preferences of the people—the voters— 
rather than the choice of the workers 
of political machinery, and the reading 
of the letters will show how carefully 
the correspondents of the Times have 
followed this pian, while not ignoring 
the efforts of the voters to create pref- 
erences for their personai favorites. 
The information has been gathered by 
trustworthy men of both parties, whose 
interests oblige them to keep thorough- 
ly informed in political matters, and 
their reports show that they have made 
personal canvasses in order to present 
the drift of opinion. That they have 
given it as they found it is proved by the | 
fact that in many instances the show- 
ing was not in accord with their own 
personal preferences. The result as 
given may be trusted, therefore, as ac- 
curately outlining the present desires 
of the members of the two great par- 
ties. 
Tables are given that show the rel- 
ative standing of the more promi- 
nent candidates of both parties. 

The following are thé totals, show-' 
ing the relative strength by States of 
the various Republican candidates:

not enter the race. 
_ President Arthur is next in strength, 
and his friends are pretty evenly dis- 
tributed throughout the country, and 
the favorable feeling toward him ig 
almost everywhere reported as in- 
creasing constantly. In the South-the 
officeholders are noted as, of course, in 
his interest. It is clearly shown in 
the letters from the South that a large 
part of, or, indeed, the entire vote of 
that part of the country, will be cast 
in the National Convention for Chester 
A. Arthur. There is no reasonable’ 
doubt to be‘ entertained at present 
that the 306 votes of the old slave- 
holding States will be given to the 
present incumbent of the Presidential 
chair. Mr. Blaine and every other 
candidate must face this solid fact. - 
Third in the contest is Mr. Ed- 


Arthur. His strength is also very 
evenly distributed in the different 
States, and the expression in his favor, 
perhaps more than in any other case, 
appears to be spontaneous and due 
entirely to his merits. He is stronger, 
indeed, as a second choice than as a 
first, ‘and leads the other candidates 
when that question is considered. 
These three gentlemen received the 
voice of 2244 of the 344 places which 
express a preference — Blaine 103, 
Arthur 64, Edmunds 574. 

Robert T. Lincoln stands pre-emi- 
nently among the new candidates, only 
three, Gen. Grant, John Sherman and 
Gen. Logan, coming between him and 
the leaders. He is everywhere kindly 
spoken of, and his ability and honored 
name make him regarded as a good 
man for the office. The possibility of 
his selection is rarely left out ot the 
discussions. _

Per- 
haps it is because of the sentiment of 
justice so often heard from Democrat- 
ic lips: perhaps it is because of the 
historical.” ‘*bar’l’’—whatever is the 
cause, however, Samuel J. Tilden 
leads his party even more markedly 
than Blaine leads in the Republican 
feeling. Two-fifths of the points re- 
porting award him first choice, and 
his strength,’again, like that of Blaine, 
would have been incre&sed if he had 
come out promptly and demanded the 
nomination. It is not always the ‘‘old 
ticket’? however, as Hendricks seems 
to have fallen into disfavor in some 
quarters. There are only seven States 
which give Tilden no favor, and there 
appears little doubt at present that he 
can be the nominee if he desires. 

McDonald comes next to Tiden, 724 
points to the latter’s 120. Geographi- 
cally the eastern, middle and extreme 
western states alone disfavor him, and 
in these he is displaced mainly by 
Butler, Bayard and Thurman. He 
makes a very s‘rong showing as sec- 
ond choice. Apparently he is looked 
upon as the next best man to Tilden. 

Bayard has a meagre following, 314 

ints, and apparently a hopeless one, 
judging from the talk of hisgadmir- 
ers With .most of them his candi 
dacy has become a treasured senti- 
ment, a quadrennial sacrifice at the 
altar of friendship. 

The aggressive Butler comes next. 
Massachusetts’ sustains him, and that 
is about all there is of him. The 
sentimert of the Democracy in regard 
to him exhibits every feeling, from the 
utmost contempt, through respectful 
fear and mild astonishment, to alleged 
genuine admiration. 

Thurman has a very modest sup- 
port, and the field follows. It must be 
borne in mind, however, in setting up 
Democratic standards, that Hoadly, of 
Ohio, with an ‘‘if” attached to him, 
looms up ready to smash all slates. 
If he is elected Governor of Qhio, he. 
may lead in the race for the Demo- 
cratic nomination; but for the present,
